WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—(4)— 
An end of strife between capital and 
labor was sought today by spokesmen 
of the two great groups as they sat 
down under presidential sanction to 
force the machinery for arbitration 
of future differences. 

While Hugh S. Johnson turned 
again to direction of the national ef- 
fort for industrial recovery, after forc- 
ing a settlement of the Pennsylvania 
coal strike, the first informal meet- 
ing of the national conciliation board 
named by President Roosevelt was 
held, 


Senator Wagner, of New York, the 
chairman, is in Europe and not all 
of the other members were present. 
However, it was indicated that de- 
tails of procedure would be decided 
upon at once so that effective moves 
might be made against at least two 
existing strikes—one in VPennsyl- 
vania’s hosiery plants and the other 
in the motion picture studios of 
Holly weod. 

Pending the return of Senator Wag- 
ner, Dr. Leo Wolman, a labor repre- 
sentative, served as chairman of the 


board. 


Buy Now. : 
The plea to “buy because buying 
supports your job” started Monday 
the recovery administration’s attempt 
to utilize the increased purchasing 
power it feels is being created by 
hour-shortening, wage-raising agree- 
ments of the government with busi- 
ness and industry. 
Along with the request from Gen- 
eral Johnson went this boycott threat: 


“Where should you spend? -Can 
there be any question? You should 
If you 


spend under the blue eagle. | 
spend there you are spending for in- 
creased employment. If you spend 
elsewhere you are hurting the chance 
to end unemployment because you are 
helping to destroy the business of the 
men who are paying more for help, 
you are aiding those who refuse to 
do so.” 

After the enormous pressure of the 
past week, with Johnson and his staff 
working from 12 to 18 hours daily, 
there was a let-up today, during which 
the administrator of the widespread 
movement to raise purchasing power 
through increased wages and greater 
employment surveyed the progress.

weeks. 

Miss Almskaar, who was found to- 
day in the office where she worked, 
was quoted by authorities as saying 
she had not seen Sanborn since the 
day before he disappeared. 

Not Implicated. 

Police Inspeetor Jehn J, Gallagher. 
declaring she was unable to shed any 
light on the case, added: 

“I am positive that she was.in no 
wavy implicated in the crime. Natura! 
ly, she is much upset by the death of 
her fiance, but she answered all of 
our questions without hesitation.” 

The last time she saw Sanborn, 
Gallagher said, was on July 16, when 
he accompanied her to a summer camr 
in Connecticut where she was to spend 
a vacation. He returned the samg¢ 
night. 

A week later Miss Almskaar came 
back and, not hearing from Sanborn. 
telephoned his office. She was toid 
that he had disappeared and that po- 
lice were making a confidential searc® 
for him. ; 

Balked in this direction, police turn- 
ed again to Sanborn’s $27.50 a month 
room in the Railroad Y. M. C. A. on 


East Forty-seventh street, Manhat- 
tan. 
No Clues. 


A previous search of the wealthy 
executive's personal effects failed to 
yield anything of importance, but po- 
lice prepared to undertake a more 
thorough-going examination of the 
modestly furnished room.

to have married Sanborn on July 30 
but that the wedding was postponed 
“by mutual consent,’ was taken to 
the morgue at her own insistence, 
police said. 

There she met Mrs. James Irving 
Bush. a niece of the slain man, who 
had called to take charge of the body. 
They greeted each other in friendly 
fashion. 

The sight of her late fiance’s body 
caused Miss Almskaar to break down, 
Inspector Gallagher said, but she re- 
covered her composure quickly. 

Attired modishly in a blue and 
white flowered crepe dress and a light 
tan hat, Miss Almskaar then returned 
to the Queens county courthouse, cen- 
ter of the investigation, and later was 
taken home by Inspector Gallagher.

About $15,000,000 of the Haitian 
bonds are outstanding, but the Haiti- 
an government has been paying prin- 
cipal and interest on the loan, made 
through the National City bank. Hai- 
tians testified before a senate commit- 
tee last year that the money was 
forced-upon Haiti, which did not wish 
“to borrow it from this country. 

General Smedley Butler, colorful 
marine commander, was in charge of 
the first occupation of the island.

By the terms of the agreement sign- 
ed today at Port au Prince with the 
government of President Stenio Vin- 
cent, the United States would turn 
over the Haitian “ghrde” to native 
officers by October 1, 1934, and with-

MOLEY TAKES OVER 
CRIME CAMPAIGN 


Justice Department 
Agents Assigned to Ur- 
schel Kidnap Case. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 7.—(2)— 
Signaling the start of a new phase 
of the government’s anti-crime cam- 
paign, high federal officials today 
started a series of conferences at the 
call of Raymond Moley to seek ways 
of unifying federal and state activi- 
ties. 

Meanwhile, department of justice 
agents who recently have aided .in 
solving four kidnaping case were as- 
signed to hunt down the abductors of 
‘Charles F. Urschel, wealthy Okla- 
homa City oil man. 

Moley, an assistant secretary of 
state appointed by President Roose- 
velt to investigate the crime situa- 
tion, started his new duties by con- 
ferring with Attorney-General Cum- 
mings. 

Joseph B. Keenan, special assist- 
ant in charge of anti-racketeering >f- 
forts, declined to go into details con- 
cerning the Urschel inquiry, saying 
that might interfere with the inves- 
tigation. He said, however,’ the 
agents were sent with his approval. 

The special assistant also an- 
nounced he had been assured by two 
manufacturers of submachine guns, 
the only onés:in this country, that 
they would sell the weapons only to 
the federal government or its sub- 
divisions and would endeavor to pre- 
vent them from falling in’» the hands 
of eriminals through a system of 
checking the numbers on the guns. 

He added that when the _ investi- 
gative section of the bureau of pro- 
hibition is transferred to the division 
of investigation of the department of 
justice on Thursday, prohibition 
agents fitted for the work would be 
assigned to criminal work.

“T have chosen this pattern which 
was sent to me by Mrs. trice Mor- 
ris, of Vardaman, Miss., because I 
thought it gave such a clever way of 
joining square blocks. These blocks 
may be plain or they may be small 


white ones with outline or cross stitch 
embroidery on them. often one 
has those blocks and doesn’t know 
what to do to join them so they
